raessage-fliid indicates the availability on «-rhe cellular network of arthe first cellular phon e, and 
wherein the remo te feature acrivarion_message is interpreted by the cellular network as a roaming 
cellular phone desiring ro activate /deactivate a feature: 

in iesponse to receiving the telemetry message, storing information regarding the first 
cellular phone in an instant messaging database, wherein the information comprises a buddy list; and 

uansmitting a browser alert to one or more relevant buddies identified in the buddy list.

3. (PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1 wherein the telemetry 
message further comprises a registration notification message.

5. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1 wherein the instant messaging database is 
maintained by an instant messaging partner. 

6. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method of claim 1 wherein the information 
further comprises a customer's profile for the first cellular phone. 
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7. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1 wherein the one or more relevant buddies 
comprise one or more cellular phones that have the first cellular phone on the buddy list. 

8. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1 wherein the one or more relevant buddies 
comprise buddies on the first cellular phone's buddy list 

9. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 1 wherein the one or more relevant buddies 
comprise computers connected to the Internet 

10. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The method of claim 1 further comprising utilizing a 
short message service to deliver text messages using the firstcellular phone. 

(CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method for enabling cellular instant messaging 
comprising: 

transmitting, from a first cellular phnn e tn a r^llnlar network a telemetry message 
comprising a remote feature activation message, wherein the telemetry message indicates the first 
cellular phone*s availability on «r-the_cellular networ k, and wherein the remote feature activation 
message is interpreted by the cellular, network as a roaming cellular phone desiring to 
activate /deactivate a feature: 

receiving a browser alert, on the first cellular phone, indicating availability of buddies on a 
buddy list of the first cellular phone.

(CURRENTLY AMENDED) A system for enabling cellukr instant messaging 
comprising: 

(a) an instant messaging database configured to maintain information regarding a first 
cellular phone, wherein the information comprises a buddy list; 

(b) a cellular network; and 

(c) a server configured to: 

(i) receive a telemetry message comprising a remote feature activation message 
from ft-thq firs£,cellukr phone s wherein the telemetry message indicates the 
availability of the first cellular phone on the cellular networks nd wherein the remr*t*> 
feature activation message is interpreted by the cellular network as a roaming r*1hiW

(u) transmit, in respons e to receiving the telemetry messag e, a browser alert to 
one or more relevant buddies identified in the buddy list*

partner that is configured to maintain the instant messaging database. 

20. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The system of claim 15 wherein the information 
further comprises a customer's profile for the jgrstcellnlar phone. 

21 . (ORIGINAL) The system of claim 15 wherein the one or more relevant buddies 
comprise one or more cellular phones that have the first cellular phone on the buddy list 
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22. (ORIGINAL) The system of claim 15 wherein the one or more relevant buddies 
comprise buddies on the first cellular phone's buddy list. 

23. (ORIGINAL) Hie system of claim 15 wherein the one or more relevant buddies 
comprise computers connected to the Internet. 



24. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The system of claim 1 5 wherein the server is further 
configured to utilize a short message service to deliver text messages using the first cellular phone. 

25. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A system for enabling cellular instant messaging 
comprising a first cellular phone configured to: 

transmit, to a cellular network, a telemetry message comprising a remote feature activation 
message, wherein the telemetry message indicates the first cellular phone's availabiliry on a-thc 
cellular network and wherein the remote feature activation message is interpreted by the cellular 
network as a roaming cellular phone des iring fn a ctivate /deactivate a feature: 

receive a browser alert indicating availability of buddies on a buddy list of the first cellular 

phone.

29. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) An article of manufacture comprising a program 
storage medium readable by a computer hardware device and embodying one or more instructions 
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executable by the computer hardware device to perform a method for enabling cellular instant 
messaging, the method comprising; 

receivin g, in a cellular network, a telemetry messag e, from a firsr cellular phone, comprising a 
remote feature activation message wherein the relemetxy message indicates the availability on a 
cellular network of *-the_fir$t cellular phone, and wherein the r emote feature acrivation message is 
interpreted bv the ceDular network as ^ r oamin g cellular phone desiring to activate /deactivate a 
feature; 

in response to r"he receiving of the tele metry message, storing information regarding the first 
cellular phone in an instant messaging database* wherein the information comprises a buddy list; and 
transmitting a browser alert to one or more relevant buddies identified in the buddy list

38. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The article of manufacture of claim 29, the method 
further comprising utilizing a short message service to deliver text messages using the fitsjt_ cellular 
phone.

(PREVIOUSLY PRESENTED) The method of claim 1 wherein the remote feature 
activation message comprises data encoded in a dialed digits field of a message.

(NEW) The system of claim 15 wherein die cellular network is configured to route the 
telemetry message to the cellular phone's home cellular network. 

58. (NEW) The system of claim 25 wherein the cellular network routes the telemetry 
message to the cellular phone's home ceUular network 

59. (NEW) The article of manufacture of claim 29 wherein the cellular network routes the 
telemetry message to the cellular phone's home cellukr network. 

60. (NEW) The article of manufacture of claim 39 wherein the cellular network routes the 
telemetry message to the cellukr phone's home ^"lyi r network. 
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
